SHANGHAI, 
Sept. 2 9 - A daring 
suicide squad of 20 Chinese soldiers 
sacrificed their lives a t dawn today 
in a desperate attem p t th a t just 
failed to destroy the Japanese flag­ 
ship, Idzumo. 
Signal for Hattie 
As the m ine they had propelled 
through the m urky w aters of the 
Whangpoo river blasted a 150-foot 
gt ser of w ater and sprayed the 
Idzumo w ith shrapnel, the entire 
waterfront and 
the 
battle 
lines 
northwest of the city crashed into 
an inferno of war. 
Chinese declared the long-aw aited 
Japanese “big push” on the S h an g ­ 
hai front had begun and the troops 
manning the defense lines stre tc h ­ 
ing 25 m iles northw est of th e city 
had hurled back w*ave after wave 
of attacking 
Japanese 
infantry 
with terrific slaughter. 
Tile blast of the Chinese m ine a 
few hundred yards to starboard of 
the Idzumo rocked the cruiser Aug­ 
usta. flagship of th e United S tates 
Asiatic fleet, 
and hurled Am eri­ 
can officers and sailors from their 
bunks. 
During 
the night 
the 
Chinese 
suicide squad, some swim m ing and 
Mime

sam pans, 
gradually 
boated th e m ine from the Pootung I 
shore. across th e river from S h an g ­ 
hai, through the line of Japanese 
patrol boats. 
After moving stealthily 
for sev­ 
eral 
hours, 
the 
soldiers 
reached 
the steel n et w hich surrounds the 
Idzumo to protect th e flagship from 
topedoes and mines. 
They had just started to snip the 
net am* slip th e m ine through when 
the first rays of 
dawn 
began

light up the m ist

river. 
A Japanese lookout on the Idzu­ 
mo .spotted the suicide squad just 
as they were ready to push th e 
mine through the net.

: diately touched off the m ine, de­ 
ploying its hum an propeliors and 
ripping,a wide hole in tile steel net.
